One great object of the prophets 
whose writings are contained in the Old 
Testament is to tell about the Messiah; or 
Saviour, who was to come into the world, 
The New Testament describes the coming 
of this Saviour, what He did, and the 
spread of His religion after He went up_to 
Heaven. His name was Jesus Christ. 
The word Jesus means “Salvation of 
God.” He is so called because He came 
tosave men from their sins. Ch7ist means 
the same as Messiah, that is, “anointed.” 
Kings in many nations were and are set 
apart by anointing them with oil. Jesus 
Christ means “ Saviour-King.”

Nearly two thousand years ago He came 
from Heaven, and was born as a man for 
our salvation. His birth took place in a 
country called Palestine, nearly midway 
between India and England; and not far 
from Arabia. When about thirty years of 
age, Jesus Christ began to go about the 
coynfry,teaching, and doing many wonder- 
ful works. As He came to die for our 
salvation, He allowed Himself to be put 
to death on the cross, but He rose from 
the dead on the third day, and afterwards 
ascended to Heaven. Before leaving the 
world, Hg promised that He would send 
the Spirit of God to His disciples, and 
told them to go and make disciples of all 
nations. In obedience to this command, 
missionaries have come to India. Céris- 
tians are so called because they claim to 
be followers of Christ. Though many of 
them,do not act up to the holy religion 
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they profess, yet they all acknowledge 
Him as the only Saviour. .
